The Institute has 32 Chanters duly constituted in 
accordance with regulation 143 of the Company Sec¬ 
retaries Regulations, 1982. under the jurisdiction of 
the four Regional Councils. 

5.3 Meetings with the Office Bearers of Regional 
Councils and Chapters. 
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Continuing the process of having regular interac- 
heJd during the year under report. 

5.4 Presentation of Best Chapter Awards 

As mentioned in the last report. Best Chapter Aw¬ 
ards were introduced for the year 1984-85. At a pub¬ 
lic function held in New Delhi on 30th December, 
1985. Hon’ble Sliri N.D. Tiwari, Union Minister for 
Industry, gave away the Best Chapter Awards for the 
j'ear 1984-85 as under :

6. Amendments to the Company Secretaries Regu¬ 
lations, 1982. 

The Company Secretaries (Amendment) Regula¬ 
tions, 1985, were published in the Gazette of India, 
Extraordinary on 30-12-1985 bringing into force a 
new syllabus and new practical training requirements 
for students pursuing the company secretaryship 
course along with other consequential amendments on 
matters relating to students. Certain amendments 
relating to election procedure and use of firm name 
by practising company secretaries have also been made 
in the amendments to the regulations. 


MEMBERSHIP FOR EMPLOYMENT ANDjOR 
PRACTICE 

7. Membership 

7.1 During the year under report, 43] persons were 
admitted to the Associate Membership of the Insti¬ 
tute and 227 Associate Members were admitted to 
bellow Membership. As on 31st March, 1985. the 
Institute had on its register 5605 members compris¬ 
ing 4405 Associates and 1200 Fellows. The names of 
106 members comprising 10 Fellows and 96 Associa¬ 
tes stood deleted as on 31st March, 1986, due to 
non-payment of annual fees, death or resignation. 

7.2 The Council regrets to report the death of 8 
members during the vear. The number of members 
residing abroad as on 31st March, 1986 was 117. A 
tabh; on the growth of members during the, last five 
years Is given as Appendix ‘C to the Report, 
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8. Certificate of Practice 

Certificates of practice were isued to 145 mem¬ 
bers during the year under review and 749 members 
were holding certificates of practice at the end of 
the year. The certificates of 68 members were can¬ 
celled due to non-payment of annual certificate of 
practic fee, death, surrender of certificate and in¬ 
eligibility for renewal of certificate. A table on the 
growth of members holding certificate of practice is 
given as Appendix ‘D’ to the Report. 

9. List of Members 

In pursuance of section 19(3) of the Company 
Secretaries Act, 1980, read with regulation 161, a list 
of members as on 1st April, 1985 was published and 
supplied to the members on request. 

PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT AND 
CONTINUING EDUCATION 

10. Programmes 

During the vear under review, the Institute orga¬ 
nised its third Residential Programme at Udaipur and 
four short-term programmes of CWKlTop Executives 
of State Government Undertakings in Tamil Nadu, 
Uttar Pradesh, Andhra Pradesh and Karnataka. An¬ 
other programme for Nominec|Pail-time directors on 
“Boards of Government Companies and Future 
Boards” was organised in collaboration with the Kar¬ 
nataka State bureau of Public En crpriscs, 

Programmes in collaboration with the Institute of 
Chartered Accountants of India. Federation of As¬ 
sociations of Small Industries of India, the Institute 
of Cost Sc Works Accountants of India, Indian Coun¬ 
cil of Arbitration, ASSOCHAM and FICCI were also 
held during the year. Full details of these program¬ 
mes are given in Appendix ‘E’ (Part 1) to the Re¬ 
port. 

11. Publications 

The Institute maintained the service provided to 
the subscribers of Loose-Leaf Ready Referencer series 
on the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act 
and the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act till 31st 
March. 1986, This service lias since been discontinu¬ 
ed with effect from 1st April, 1986 as a private pub¬ 
lisher has undertaken the assignment. The Institute 
brought out two books on Secretarial Practice Series, 
a “Guidance Note on Certification relating to Restric¬ 
tion on Transfer of Shares from Promoters’ Quota” 
and a monograph on the “Role. Function^ and Res¬ 
ponsibilities of Secretary in a Government Company”. 
In addition, a supplement to the Securities Contracts 
(.Regulation] Act—A Manual was released. The list 
of publications brought out during the year is given 
in Appendix ‘E’ (Part II) to the Report. 

12. Research Schemes 

The Institute continued to receive pronosals for 
undertaking research on subjects of specific interest 
to the profession and the corporate sector. Six re 
search proprsals were at various stages of examina¬ 
tion! implementation at the end of ‘he vear. Recom¬ 
mendations contained in the final research study sub- 
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mitted by Shri V. Krishnap On “Impact of Foreign 
Collaborations in India” have been suitably incorpo- 
lated in the Institute's publication “Foreign Collabo¬ 
ration—Policy and Procedure”. 

Another study undertaken by Shri 5. D Israni, a 
practising company secretary and small scale indust¬ 
rialist from Bombay was finalised during the year 
and released for printing under die title “Guide to 
Small Scale Industries’. 

13. Promotion of Employment Opportunities 

Following the recommendation of the Committee 
on Employment set up by the lns'hute in 1983-84, 
steps have been taken to publicise the role of the pro¬ 
fession to several agencies requiring the services ol 
company secretaries in various capacities. The Chair¬ 
men of Reg’onal Councils and Chapters have been re¬ 
quested to give effect to the important recommenda¬ 
tions of this Committee 

Representations were made to the Department of 
Company Affairs and the Department of Banking re¬ 
questing them to stress on the nationalised banks and 
financial institutions the importance of appointing 
company secetaries to man their board secretariat. 

Representation was also made to the Ufa and 
General Insurance Corporations to recognise company 
secretaries for recruitment as administrative and as¬ 
sistant administrative officers and for promotion in 
those cadres. 

Some of the important daffies ar<t being scanned 
regularly and after analysis, letters are addressed to 
rriverrhers, wherever necessary, highlighting the role 
which a comoany secretary can play in regard to vari 
ous posts requiring qualifications based on lav, fin¬ 
ance and management. At the suggestion of the In¬ 
stitute, a few of the advertisers have included the 
member-ship of the Institute as an alternate qualifica¬ 
tion for posts in allied fields of finance, law and man¬ 
agement. 

14. Practising Company Secretaries 

14.1 The Institute continued its Efforts to broad- 
base the areas of practice for company secretaries. 
One of the important recognitions leccived during 
1985 related to the recognition of the membership of 
ffie Institute for registration as Trade Marks Agent 
under the Trade and Merchandise Marks Rules, 1959. 
Other recognitions were from Industrial Reconstruc¬ 
tion Bank of India and State Level Financial|Invcst- 
mcnf Corporations. The details of recognitions secur¬ 
ed for the purpose of practice during the year ap¬ 
pear in Appendix ‘F’ (Part 1) to the Report. 

14.2 The Institute continued to represent vigoro¬ 
usly for various amendments in the Companies Act 
and its Rules and Forms in order io provide more 
areas of practice for company secretaries. In its repre¬ 
sentations. the Institute nas also continued to pursu- 
nde the Department of Company Affairs to carve out 
a core area of practice for company secretaries to give 
fillip to :he practising aspect of the profession. 

14.3 At the request of Official Liquidator, Bombay 
High Court, a panel of whole-time practising com- 
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pany secretaries in the Western region was forwarded 
• o assist in the work relating to liquidation of com¬ 
panies. Efforts are being made to obtain recognition 
from other official liquidators. 

1*1. Recognition to the profession 

15.1 External Scholarships 

Pursuant fo the representations made by the In¬ 
stitute, the Ministry of ■Education recognised in July 
1985, the qualification of the Institute as equivalent 
to Master’s degree for purposes of external scholar¬ 
ship in commerce and allied fields. 

15.2 Recognition by Universities 

Recognition to the membership qualification for 
doing Ph.D. Course, etc. has been obtained from four 
more universities during the year. The details of re¬ 
cognitions are given in Appendix ‘F‘ (Part II i to the 
Report 

15.3 Capital Issues Advisory Committee 

The Council is pleased to inform ihat for the first 
lime the President of the Institute has been nominat¬ 
ed by the Government of India, Ministry of Finance 
during the year as member of the Capital Issues Ad¬ 
visory Committee for a period of two years, 

15.4 High Powered Committee on Stock Exchanges 

In the light of the recommendations made bv the 
High Powered Committee on Stock Exchanges, which 
have since been published, it is expected that the 
services of the members of the Institute will be availed 
of suitably by the Government with regard to stock 
exchange reforms in the country. 

15.5 Consultants for Asian Development Bank 

At the instance of the Institute, the Asian Deve¬ 
lopment Bank, Manila, Philippines, has agreed for 
registering eligible individual members in the panel 
of consultants maintained by them and the requisite 
forms were made available to members on specific 
tequest. 

16. Fourteenth National Convention 

The Fourteenth National Convention of Company 
Secretaries was organised at Kala Academy, Panaji, 
Goa, from January 30 to February 1, 19,86 on the 
theme “Emerging Profile of Corporate Growth”. 
The Convention was inaugurated by Shci Pratap 
Singh Raoii Rane, Hon’blc Chief Minister of Goa, 
Daman & Diu, and addressed among others by Shri 
V K, Dar, Secretary, Department of Company Affairs 
and Chairman, Company Law Board. The Conven¬ 
tion was attended by about 450 delegates. 

16.1 International Conference ‘IMPACT 85’ 

The Institute organised an Indian deieeatkn of 44 
delegates to the Internationa] Conference ‘IMPACT 
85 organised by the Institute of Chartered Secetaries 
$ Administrators at London from 20th to 23rd May,

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17. Computerisation of the Companies Act, etc. 

The Institute undertook a pilot study of compute¬ 
risation of the Companies Act in collaboration with 
the Computer Maintenance Corporation Lfd. in pur¬ 
suance of the recommendations made at the Trivand¬ 
rum Convention. It has, however, been decided to 
undertake the assignment only after its commercial 
viability is established by the CMC limited. 

REGISTRATION OF STUDENTS AND STUDEN T 
SERVICES 

IS. Rcgistrniion of Students 

12,117 students were registered during the year 
which is the highest number to be regsitered in a 
year since the inception of the course in 1960. Accor¬ 
ding to the Register ol Students maintained by the 
lnstitue, the total number of students registered from 
1960 till the end of the year was 1,18,396, The num¬ 
ber of students whose regislrat'cn was current at the 
end of the year was 51,670 mclud ing those whose 
registration was extended under regulation 2113). The 
statement on the growth of registered students, candi¬ 
dates who have completed the Intermediate and Final 
examinations and the number of companies recognis¬ 
ed for practical training is given in Appendix ‘G’ to 
the Report. 

19. New' Syllabus and Coaching 

19.1 New Syllabus 

The new syllabus has since been finalised during 
the year and after amending the regulations suitably 
for that purpose, it was brought into force with effect 
from 1st February, 19S6. Although ihe total number 
of papers for the entire course including Preliminary 
examination has increased only marginally from 20 
to 21 papers, certain new areas in legal, accountancy 
nnd management disciplines, such u« Drafting and 
Conveyancing Management Control and Audit, Cor¬ 
porate Planning and Management Informa’iori and 
Corporate Tax Management and Planning have been 
added to the syllabus. Necessary provisions have been 
incorporated in the regulations for smooth switch 
over from old syllabus to new syllabus for students 
registered with the Institute on or'before 31st Tannery 
1986. The Council has also identified certain indivi¬ 
dual papers from which exemptions will be given at the 
rime of switch over for students passing the examina- 
loin under ihe old syllabus. 

19.2 Coaching ~ ' 

All the students registered during the year were 
enrolled for postal tuition. A total number of 16,183 
coaching completion certificates were issued during 
the vear under report. Fxisting oral coaching centres 
numbering IS continued to operate satisfactorily un¬ 
der the respective Regional Councils and Chapters. 

19.3 Study Material 

Uupdating of study material is a continuous process. 
Some of the study material and suggested answers 
relating to the old syllabus have been revised during 
the vear. Further, study material for all the 12 papers 
of Preliminary and Intermediate courses under the 
new syllabus have been printed and are supplied to 
students registering under the new syllabus, 


19.4 Lectures on Video Tape* 

As an experimental measure, a first video taped 
lecture of 3 hours duration on M.R.T.P. Act was 
prepared during the year and further lectures will be 
prepared after examining its utility to students. 

19.5 Student Company Secretary 

“Student Company Secretary”, the monthly Bulle- 
in introduced in January 1934, specifically for stu¬ 
dents is regularly published. Every effort has been 
made to improve the utility and contents of the Bul¬ 
letin from the students’ point of view. 

20. Post Membership Examination 

The Committee constitued to frame a syllabus for 
a post membership examination under the c’lairman- 
smp of Shri K.S. Bhatnagar, formerly Secretary, 
Department of Company Affairs, has continued its 
efforts to identify four specialised streams of examina¬ 
tion for the members and its report is likely to be 
received before the ned of this year. 

21Examinations 

During the year, the Institute held two examina- 
rions. The examination was held in Tune 1985, in 36 
centres throughout the country and in two centres 
abroad at Muscat nnd Bahrain; nnd in December 
1985, in 37 centres, including one centre abroad at 
Dubai. In Jure 1985 session, 584 and 175 candidates 
and in December 1985 session, 691 and 245 candi¬ 
dates completed Intermediate and Final examinations 
respectively. The statistics relating to the number of 
candidates appeared and declared successful in the 
Institute’s examinations are given in Appendix ‘IT 
to the Report. 

22. Prize Awards 

22.1 Shrf Kannan Venkatraman fRcgn. No. 83186) 
won the President’s Gold Medal for June 1985 session 
and Sarvnsbri Abhifir P. Phadnis fRcgn. No. 94922) 
and V. Varadaraian (Rcgn. No. 99785) were the 
v.’inners of the President s Silver Medal for June 1985 
and December 1985 sessions, respectively. 

22.2 The All India Prize Awards, instituted by the 
Institute for exhibiting excellent performance in the 
Institutes examinations in respect of the June 1985 
examination were distributed to the respective stu¬ 
dents on 30th January, 1986, at Goa at the inaugural 
function of ihe I4th Nationnl Convention of Com¬ 
pany Secretaries by the hands of Shri Pratap Singh 
Raoji Rane, Hon'able Chief Minister of Goa. 

22.3 Similarly, the regional prize awards, institut¬ 
ed by the respective Regional Councils were present¬ 
ed to students concerned, in functions held in the 
regions. 

23. Scholarships and Financial Assistance to Students 

23.1 According to the existing merit scholarship 
and mcrit-cum-means assistance schemes, scholarship 
and financial assistance to ten and two students rcs- 
pectivelv as found eligible in June 19*5 examinations 
and scholarship and financial assistance to ten stu¬ 
dents each as found eligible in December 1985 exa¬ 
minations, were granted by the Institute. 
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26,5 Apprenticeship Training 


23.2 With a view to benefit more number of stu¬ 
dents to avail of financial assistance for purusing the 
studies for company secetaryship course, the institute 
has revised the “Merit-cum-Means Assistance (Com¬ 
pany Secretaryship Course) Scheme, 1983” Jibeialis- 
ing the conditions for grant of financial assistance. 

24. Progressive Use of Hindi in the Examinations 

As stated iu the last report, the Intitule is experi¬ 
menting to gradually introduce Hindi as an optional 
medium of writing the company secretaries examina¬ 
tions. Accordingly, besides introducing Hindi, for 
writing the Preliminary examination from June 1984 
session, the Institute has given option to students 
writing Group I of the Intermediate examination in 
Hindi medium beginning from June 1986 sesfion. 

25- Examination Centres Abroad 

Instead of continuing two adjacent examination 
centres in Bahrain and Muscat on experimental basis, 
it has been decided for administrative and operational 
convenience to have one examination centre at Dubai 
from December 1985 session. 

26. Practical Training 

26-1 As stated earlier certain amendments have 
been made in the regulations with /ezard to practical 
training requirements. Accordingly, it has been pro¬ 
vided that all students passing Final examinations 
from 1986 session onwards should compulsorily un¬ 
dergo a fifteen days secretarial modular training pro¬ 
gramme to be provided by the Institute in all metro¬ 
politan cities. Considering tie importance of training 
to students, the Council has created a post of Director 
of Training to monitor the practical training require¬ 
ments of students and organise the fifteen days train¬ 
ing programme in all important centres of the country 
iu due course. 

26.2 During the year, 34 more companies were 
added to the panel of companies imparting practical 
training to ihe candidates sponsored by the Institute. 
The total number of such companies at the close of 
the year W3s 514. 331 candidates who had passed 
the Final examination were sponsored for practical 
training in such recognised companies, 

26.3 15 days’ Training by Specialised Agencies 

Fourteen financial and banking institutions have 
agreed to impart 15 days’ training to cand ; dates 
sponsored by the Institute, in addition to the twelve 
stock exchanges which have already agreed to provide 
such training facilities. 

26.4 Management Training 

During the year, 16 more companies were em¬ 
panelled to impart management training. Thus, 58 
companies have so far agreed to impart one-year 
management training to the candidates sponsored by 
the Institute. Most of the companies have also agreed 
to pay stipend during the training period. 


At the initiative of the Institute, 14 practising com¬ 
pany secretaries have so far agreed to impart appren¬ 
ticeship training t'o the candidates sponsored by the 
Institute, in pursuance of regulation 48 of the Com¬ 
pany Secretaries Regulation, 1932, as amended. 

27. Silver Jubilee of the Profession 

1985 was celebrated as the Silver Jubilee year of 
the profession of company secretaries, since the 
Government of India constituted in the year 1960, an 
Advisory Foard for commencing the Government 
Diploma in Company Secretaryship course. 

28. Coordination among the three Institutes 

In pursuance of the common desire of the three 
professional bodies in the country tc continue profes- 
;ional interaction and couperation, coordination com¬ 
mittee meetings were held with the 1CWAI &. 1CA1 
during the year. As a result, joint professional pro¬ 
grammes on topics of common interest to all the three 
professions have been initiated at national, regional 
and chapter levels. 

ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT 

29. Accounts, Reserves and Surplus 

Pursuant to sub-section (5) of section 18 of the 
Act, the audited accounts have been published here¬ 
with for the year ended 31st March, 1986. 

29.1 Income & Expenditure Account 

The Income & Expenditure Account for 1985-86 
has shown a surplus of Rs. 6,36,837, after providing 
a sum of Rs. 5,93,000 towards pension liability to 
employees, as against the surplus of Rs. 9,41,103 in 
the last year. 

29.2 Capitalisation of Fees 

As per past practice, the entrance fees received from 
Associate and Fellow members amounting to 
Rs. 1,74,70C have been capitalised. The capital re¬ 
serve as at the end of the year stood at Rs. 15,62,425. 

29.3 Reserves and Surplus 

A sum of Rs. 2,76,843 on account of interest ac¬ 
crued on fixed deposits earmarked for Building Fund 
has been appropriated directly to the Building Re¬ 
serve Account as per existing practice. 

29.4 Summary of Financial State of Affairs 

A summary of the financial state of affairs is given 
'n Appendix T to the Report. 

30. Auditors 

Pursuant to section 18(4) of the Act, the Council 
reappointed M|s. D. K. Sengupta & Co., Chartered 
Accountants New Delhi, n$ Auditors to audit the 
accounts for the year ended 31st March, 1936. The 
report of the Auditors is published herewith, along 
with the statement of accounts. 
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31. Assets of Land and Buildings 

31.1 Existing Buildings 


In 1976, the Jnsdtute acquired an office flat for the 
Western India Regional Council in Jody Maker Cham¬ 
bers, Nariman Point, Bombay. In 1982, the Institute 
also completed construction of its headquarters build¬ 
ing ‘ICS! House, in Lodi Road Institutional Area, 
New Delhi. 

31.2 Plot' for Northern India Regional Council 

The Council is now pleased to report that in July 
1985 a plot of land measuring about 14DU sq. yds. 
nas been purchased from the D.D.A. for construc¬ 
tion of an office building for the N.LR.C. in the 
Prasad Nagar Institutional Area, Karol Bagli, New 
Delhi. The foundation stone for construction of the 
office building was laid on the plot by the Hon’ble 
Union Minister for Industry Shn N. D, Tiwari at an 
impressive ceremony held on 30th December, l J&5. 

31.3 Office premises for Southern India Regional 

Coimcil 

In January 1986, the Council also acquired a two 
storeyed office building at an approximate cost or 
jRs. 19 lakhs at 4, Wheat Crofts Road, Nungambnk- 
karn, Madras for having permanent office premises 
for the S1RC and the Southern India Regional Office 
of the Institute at Mudras, The office of the SiRC 
has since been shifted to the new premises, 

31 4 Office p.emises for Baroda Chapter 

A flat foi the office of Baroda Chapter measuring 
about 900 sq. ft. was purchased during the year 
in Bonny Apartments, Nandanvan Society, Alkapuri, 
Baroda. The office was inaugurated on 4t.'i Septem¬ 
ber, 1985. 

32. Appreciation 

32.1 The Council places on record its gratitude to 
the Ministers and Officers of the Central Government, 
particularly Secretary, Additional Secretary an dother 
officer's of the Department of Company Affaits for 
the patronage, guidance and support given to the 
various activities of the Institute during the year. The 
continued support given to the profession as well as 
to the Institute by various State Governments, the 
Corporate Sector and Chambers of Commerce and In¬ 
dustries in the country has further raised the status 
and image of the profession. The Regional Councils 
and Chapters have undertaken regular activities for 
ihe proper growth of the profession.
